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I. INTRODUCTION: "HE VALUABLE SERVICES 
OF PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


Concept of a Library 


People have different conceptions of a library. Opinions differ as to what 
services a library should provide. The opinions of two library directors are 
provided on Pages 1 and 2. 


In the past, libraries were thought of in a narrow perspective as 


just "temples of culture, handing out novels, mysteries and encyclopedias. 
Now, libraries should be "'performing as cultural centers,' in the words 
of Allie Beth Martin," president of the 33,000 member American Library 
Association. Mrs. Martin, director of the Tulsa, Oklahama, City-County 
Library System said: 


"Libraries have traditionally been geared to the middle-class, 
well-educated person. Now we're seeing the importance of the 
library as a community meeting place." 


Her main Tulsa library has a cable TV studio, a public film 
developing lab, and community meeting rooms, in addition to 
book, film and record collections. 


"As we become more aware of the needs of the culturally deprived, 
libraries have been reshaping their services in the last two 
or three years.' 


"We learn how to be more effective, by giving information 

of a different sort, and by providing a whole spectrum of 
referral services to the consumer and to the aging,.allowing 
people to live a rich life." 


Libraries in caming decades will be even more "critical and 
vital" in daily life, she predicts. "The future population 
will be more affluent, live longer, be more mobile, have 

many more years to work and enjoy their avocation. Continuing: 
personal development and learning opportunities are going to 
be more important than they have been in the past."

Libraries, and the services thi. they provide, change through the years 
because society changes. A number of basic, traditional library services will 
always have a high priority, yet a wider variety of services will be provided 
in future years by public libraries to meet: the continually changing and 
increasing. demands made upon libraries by a generally more literate and more 
highly educated population; the varied requests from a wider diversity of library 
users; the needs of an increasingly complex society; and the special needs 
of economically disadvantaged residents. 

"The philosophy of library service has really changed," according to 
Guy Schuurman, director of the Whitmore branch of the Salt Lake County Library 
System. 

"Libraries used to be for little old ladies who wanted 
to nose through books. Now they're centers where all 
of the information resources and services of the com 
munity can be pooled into a network to i the 
quality of life." 

At the library of tomorrow you can read comic books, 
make posters, became a recording artist, heat up a 
meal, watch color T.V. You can go home with the latest 
dime-store novel, the No. 1 selling 45 r.p.m. hit single, 
a Rembrandt reproduction or an art museum sculpture 
replica.

Public libraries are acknowledged to be one of the valuable public ser- 
vices of local government, and one of the important elements in Palm Beach 
County's ongoing Capital Inprovements Program. That program is part of the 
Regional Comprehensive Development Plan for Palm Beach County. 

"One of the important considerations in preparing" the Comprehensive 
Development Plan "is to adequately assess the quality of services provided 
to the citizens."? Libraries are one of the community facilities providing 
services to citizens. The purpose of the Library Facilities Plan analysis 
is to assess where branch library service in the County needs to be expanded 
or established and the methods for obtaining branch library sites for the 
County Public Library System, and thereby improve the quality.of library 


service to the citizens.

Library Facilities Plan 


Emphasis of Plan -- This analysis of the library service needs in Palm 
Beach County has a twofold emphasis and involves identifying: 
(1) Areas within the Palm Beach County Public Library System where the exist- 
ing library facilities should be expanded er new library facilities esta- 
blished; and areas requiring the introduction of bookmobile service. (2) 
Methods for locating such areas and obtaining branch library sites are 
analyzed. The setting aside of various properties for future use as the 
sites for branch libraries is one of the major problems facing the County 


Library System. 


The Library Facilities Plan includes: 
l. Organization and inventory of County Library System. 
2. Inventory of nonmember libraries. 
.3. Location of areas in the System lacking adequate library service. 
4. Existing and projected population figures for the entire County. 
5. Criteria for establishing branch libraries (both general and special 


requirements). 


6. Special consideration of the influence of the major thoroughfares on 
selecting branch library sites. 


7. Preliminary recommendations: (1) Sites that should be acquired for branch 
libraries, and (2) Library facilities that should be expanded. 


8. Methods for securing property for branch library sites. 


Library Reports -- In order to have a better overall knowledge of the library 
situation in this county, a number of reports can be made in the future that will 
involve gathering basic data from each of the libraries within Palm Beach County. 

Such data will be helpful in the efforts to ünderstand and analyze the existing library 
service in the County. The general information gathered on library service throughout 
the County could reveal: (1) where it needs to be improved; and (2) how it should be 


improved. Such reports could involve: 


l. Visits to all County Library System facilities, nonmember libraries, 
as well as to the important public and private institutional li- 
braries. 


2. Interviewing directors and same staff members at all libraries 
in the County. 


3. Sending questionnaires to all libraries in the County and analyz- 
ing the results. 


4. A review of library budgets to evaluate the budget process, solve 


budget problems and attempt to camprehend future library budget 
needs. 


5. A demographic study of the County to determine library user charac- 
teristics (education, age, incame, race, etc.). 


6. An examination of library service (circulation, reference, films, 


etc.) by camparing the statistical records of library service and 
population figures against library minimum standards. 


7. Examine qualifications and salary levels of library directors 
and staff in the entire County. Compare them against the qualifi- 


cation and salary standards of the American Library Association's 
Minimum Standards for Public Libraries. 


8. Study the possibilities for greater uniformity and efficiency of 


. library routines and procedures by computerization, etc. 


By-products of Library Reports 


There could be at least two additional products resulting from the Library 
Reports: (1) A comprehensive Library Directory of Palm Beach County *, which 
could include pertinent facts about all libraries in the County; and from all 
the libraries, (2) a list of the important library services available in the 
County and another list of library services that are recommended for adoption 
by the libraries at some future date. Questionnaires sent to the libraries can 
list both the existing and recommended services. They can be ranked according 


to their priority. 


*It would be patterned after the Florida Library Directory and Statistics, . 
which is produced by the Florida State Library staff, m which can provide 
the bulk of the data for the County Directory. Using data presently 
available will eliminate duplicating other data gathering efforts. 


II. INVENTORY: “THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
SYSTEM OF PALM BEACH COUNTY 


Creation of County Library System * 

The Palm Beach County Public Library System, which began to serve the 
public in 1968, was organized under Chapter 150 of the Florida Statutes, 
which authorizes the provision of County Free Public Libraries. Section 
150.01 of that Chapter reads: 

The board of county commissioners of the’ several counties 


of the state may establish, operate and maintain a free 
public library, or free library service for that county. 


* 
The County's Library System is a legal entity which includes: (1) The mu- 
nicipalities and library boards that sought and qualified for membership 

of their libraries in the County Library System as member libraries; and 

(2) A special taxing district. No fee is charged the residents of those 
municipalities and the district to use the libraries belonging to the System 
because part of what these residents pay in taxes goes to support those 
library facilities. To ensure that this system would be self-supporting, 
the Palm Beach County Board of County Camissioners, by resolution, created 
the Special Library Taxing District which encompasses: (1) The twenty muni- 
cipalities without a library facility and (2) the unincorporated areas. 

In order for any library to join the System, it must meet certain minimum 
standards. 

The Florida State Legislature passed a special act in April 1967, 
which allowed this county to set up a library service. Direction of. 
this service was to be by a fifteen-member board appointed by the 
Board of County Commissioners. The special act was not implemented. 
Instead, the County Library System was organized under the Florida 
Statutes, Chapter 150, that authorizes County Free Public Libraries. 


A free library service for this county was established by the Board 
of County Commissioners in a resolution adopted September 29, 1967.

Library Advisory Board 

Since November 1965, about two years prior to the creation of the 
Library System in this County, direction of the System has been the purview 
of a Library Advisory Board. The Board offers advice and counsel to both 
the Board of County Cammissioners and the Library Director of the System 
on major policy decisions, and approval on such matters as budgets and pro- 
grams. The five-member Board of County Cammission appoints the Library 
Advisory Board members. Three appointees are selected fram each County Cam- 
mission District to occupy the seats on the fifteen-member board. Each 
Commissioner selects three appointees who must be residents of that Com- 
missioners District. The Library Advisory Board determines what the mini- 
mum Standards will be for accepting libraries into the System's county-wide 
program of library service.

Organization of Library System 


One of the objectives of the Public Library System is to provide all citizens 
with the opportunity to enjoy a county-wide library service that operates in a 
highly organized, effective manner. The System is the cooperative framework for 
accomplishing that objective. The Library System consists of a Headquarters 
Agency, a central library, member libraries, branch-community libraries and book- 
mobiles. The Headquarters had is set up to serve as the System's central 
office. The System's central library shares the same facility on Sumit Boulevard 
with the Headquarters Agency. The Florida State Library furnishes the County 
Library System with outside assistance that includes a film circuit and inter- 
library loan.: 

The libraries that are part of the County Library System are identified 
on Map 1. 

Headquarters Agency. -- The Headquarters Agency is the central admin- 
istrative unit for the whole System. This central office has two main 
‘duties: (1) Te has the responsibility of furnishing library service 
to those areas papos a library tax to the County, in support of the System, 
yet not receiving the. library service to which they are entitled. Branch- 
community libraries and bookmobile routes are established and maintained 
to furnish this service under the administrative guidance of the Headquarters 
Agency. (2) The Agency coordinates a cooperative library program for the 
nine member (cooperative municipal) libraries taking part in the program. 
The nine member libraries are located within nine municipalities. Each 
cooperative municipal library exercises total autonamy over its own opera- 
tions. Thus,the Director and staff of the Agency may only function in an 
advisory or consultant capacity to the member libraries. 


The Headquarters Agency and the central library are administered 
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separately. The facility that contains the Headquarters Agency and the 
central library is located in the heart of the Comty's urbanized coastal 
area, approximately mid-way along the coast, and it lies in the transition 
zone that generally separates the municipalities in the east from the un- 
incorporated areas in the west (see Map 1). 

Member (cooperative municipal) libraries -- Nine local governments or 
the boards of trustees of libraries in nine municipalities, which met the 
minimum standards for membership in the County Library System, agreed to: 
join in the county-wide program of library service. The nine member 


libraries are located in the following areas of the County:

Statistical data for each of the above libraries, such as total number 
of volumes, total square footage of library space, total circulation, etc., 
are presented in Appendix A. 
Member libraries provide their own basic collections and services, 
but they.turn to the Headquarters Agency for: supplementary material 
through interlibrary loan; leadership and cooperation in county-wide pro- 
grams; and consUltant assistance. Local municipal taxes support the member 


libraries, but each year they receive 15$ of the amount that they budgeted 


for operating expenses during the previous year. The 15% cannot be used 
on capital expenditures. In deference to this support by the Headquarters 
Agency, member libraries serve, with no charge, the residents of other 
communities belonging to the Library System and those citizens who reside 
.in the Special Library Taxing District. 

Residents who live outside of (1) the nine municipalities participat- 
ing in the Library System and (2) the Taxing District must pay the custo- 
mary non-resident fee charged by libraries in the System to enjoy their 
services. pida: these non-residents are not paying. taxes for the 
support of library service to that Taxing District because they live out- 
side its boundaries. The District imposes a tax based on 0.397 millage. 

In their contracts for entry into the Library System, member 
libraries retained their total autonamy over their awn operations. They 
kept their own boards of trustees. The minimum standards for membership 
included the stipulations that: There has to be at least a per-capita 
library support level of $1.50 - determined by current operating expenses 
and population figures - or 0.75 millage, whichever is smaller. Also, 
the libraries must be open a minimum of 40 hours per week. It is hoped 
that each member library will have: At least one professionally trained 
librarian, which would require a fifth year library degree; a minimum of 
three volumes per capita; and participate in reciprocal borrowing. Any 
member library can have its funding from the Headquarters Agency.reduced 


and 'even terminated after one year for falling below minimum standards. 


Branch-Cammunity Libraries -- Library facilities will be established 
in the future in those locations that have a large population or a rapid 


population growth, but lack a satisfactory level of library service. These 
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libraries will be known as branch or community libraries, and they will 
belong to the County's Public Library System.. Four branch libraries exist. 


They are shown on Map 1, and they are as follows:

Branch libraries are operated and supported by the Headquarters Bray 
which is responsible for them; whereas, member libraries are not adminis- 
tered by the Agency. Whenever a branch library is established, the objective 
is to locate a site within the Library Taxing District. The particular 
area in the entire District, which is chosen for establishing a new canmun- 
ity library, must show that a large number of library users aré in that 
area who previously lacked adequate library service. It is unlikely that 
a new branch facility would be set up in a municipality belonging to the 
Library System because that political unit already has a member library. 

The Library System encourages the creation of branch-cammunity librar- 
ies that will be oriented to the local needs of residents in a particular 
area or community. These libraries are to maintain close community con- 
tact, plus provide services and obtain materials that local residents 
want. The Headquarters Agency furnishes the staff, materials and facilities. 
All four of the existing branches are under a lease arrangement. They 
. are located in shopping centers, which are one of the better locations 
for libraries because they are large attractors of people. The branch facility 
gives local cammunity residents complete access to the Library System's 
larger resources by interlibrary loan and reference referral. There are 


no nationally accepted branch library standards, but each branch should 
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be.a simple, utilitarian building of not less than 4,000 square feet. Until 
the County can secure land in good locations for the establishment of branch 
libraries, and until.it can earmark sufficient funds for building them, | 
leasing arrangements will suffice. The System discourages the cs of 
autonomous municipal libraries. 

Bookmobiles -- There are two bookmobiles providing library service 
in the County System. The justification for the inaugurátion of bookmobile 
service in the County was founded on the following facts. Same form. of 
library service should be available at the local level. People living out- 
«side the service areas of existing libraries and who are at the same time 
‘taxed for library service should be given the opportunity of being able 
to use some form of library service. The bookmobile is a satisfactory 
means by which the County can provide these isolated. and neglected areas 
with at least a basic library service. Most of the member libraries are 
located in the municipalities established very long ago close to the coast: 
line. The newer and smaller communities established farther inland would 
need populations of sufficient size to warrant building a library. Resi- 
dential development continues to occur inland beside or in the same area 
-Of existing development. When a population in a particular area attains 
the ‘numerical size and/or density to justify building a branch library, then 
bookmobile service in that area can be terminated when the new library. 
is opened to the public. The heavy or increasing use of a bookmobile hélps 
to locate potential areas for branch libraries. Bookmobiles may discourage - 
municipalities from building a small substandard local library that could 
not. qualify for membership in the County Public Library System. Municipal- 
ities are encouraged to join the County's Public Library System.  Bookmobiles' 
are viewed as being a temporary solution to library service needs compared 


to branch libraries which are more permanent in character. Emphasis within 


the County Library System is towards the establishment of branch libraries 
where needed and far less emphasis upon purchasing bookmobiles. 
Bookmobiles generate a greater appreciation of libraries and the services 
that libraries provide. The present County policy is for bookmobiles to 
stop once per week at designated locations and remain at each stop for at. 
least two hours. The stops are scheduled for certain times of the morning or 
afternoon when it is felt a large number of people will be far more able 
and thus far more likely to take advantage of the services offered. Shopping 
centers and cammunity centers make excellent locations for scheduled book- 
mobile stops. Use of the bookmobiles by all age groups and by people from all walks 
of life is more desirable than their use by just adults.or mostly children or only 
. by one particular group in a community. Total access to library resources through- 
out the entire System is possible. A request can be made a a bookmobile. 
stop for a book, service or other item contained within the library collec- 
tions or programs of the whole County Library System. The requested book, 
service or item can be handed over to the requestor at any stop on the 
. following week . Bookmobile stops in municipalities having a member library 
are not encouraged, nor should stops be made where they would be in com- 
petition with existing libraries. The Headquarters Agency is the home 
“station for the two bookmobiles. Collections on the bookmobiles are fre- 
quently changed by rotating bookmobile collections with the collections 
maintained within the facility housing both the central library and the 
central office (the Headquarters Agency). These mobile units travel as 
far as the Lake Okeechobee area and make several stops. The librarians 
who operate the bookmobiles experiment with their schedules, collections 


and services in order to more satisfactorily serve library patrons. 


III. GOAL AND OBJECTIVES: IMPROVE LIBRARY SERVICE 
BY LOCATING AREAS IN NEED OF EXPANDING OR 
ESTABLISHING THIS SERVICE 
The Goal 
The primary. goal of the Palm Beach County Public Library System is to 
improve the quality of library service throughout the County, for the bene- 
fit of everyone. The Library Facilities Plan attempts to analyze some of the 


important factors which influence the prospects of the County Library System 


attaining and even surpassing its primary goal. 


The Objectives 

In order to improve the County's overall library service it is necessary 
ks Derenin diee the Library System's services need to be expanded and 
established. It is essential that those areas which. lie within the boun- 
daries of the Library System, which also deserve high priority for expand- 
ing or establishing branch library or bookmobile service, be identified. 
The areas of the County not in the County Library System can be eliminated 
dh consideration as possible sites for locating branch libraries or expand- 
ing bookmobile service. Map 2 shows the eight municipalities which chose 
not to participate in the System or do not meet the minimum standards for 
membership. Map 1 identifies where the System's existing library facilities 
are located in comparison to the municipal boundaries of communities not in 


the.System (see Map 2). 


Impact of Population Growth Upon Libraries 


Libraries must be properly located in those areas which have or are 
projected to have a concentration of population of sufficient numbers and/ 


or density in order to justify the expenditure of public funds to build 
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libraries. This county is experiencing a high population growth rate, 
despite the recent adverse effects of recession on development. Rapid 
population growth,..and the enormous ‘development that accompanies it, re- 
duces the number of undeveloped sites upon which libraries can be built. ' 


Another consequence of this growth is a sharp rise in land prices. 


Emphasis Upon Obtaining Library Sites and Soon 
It is very important that good sites for future libraries of the County 


Library System be secured in the not too distant future. Some of the vari- 
ous methods Sor accamplishing this are discussed in Chapter VII. The attri- 
butes of a good library site are included in this Chapter. Obtaining good 
and inexpensive library sites, wherever they are needed and as soon as pos- 


sible, is vital because such sites will not always be available. 


Library Service Area 


A key consideration in any library site selection process is whether 
there is now or will be a minimum population residing within the proposed 
library service area. It would be a serious mistake, esse lin: a waste 
of funds, to build a library in an area where it is fairly certain the 
Maximum population figure will not meet the minimum number of people required 
in a library service area. Since population is such an important factor 
in determining where future libraries should be located, present population 
res for the County and projections of future population by particular 


areas of the County are included hereinafter. 


Projections of Future Population by Areas 
Table 1 shows the projections of future population by areas. Map 3 


can be used in unison with Table 1. Examine the Table's population projec- 
tions by areas, then locate these areas on the accompanying POPULATION 


PROJECTION AREAS Map. The Table and Map both show the County divided 


into four main projection areas, as shown: 1, 2, 3, and 4.

NOTE: All figures except those for 1970 rounded to the nearest hundredth 
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Tumpike -- The Florida Turnpike forms the entire eastern edge of Popu- 
lation Projection Area #4. Most of the County's population lives east 
of the turnpike. The major share of the County's population growth is 
occurring east of the turmpike. This large man-made barrier slightly 


reduces the normal effective- 
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ness of a library's service area. Some patrons may find it inconvenient to 
travel to an arterial that passes under or over the turnpike in order to reach 
a library facility located on the opposite side of the uke from where 
they live. The consequences of the turnpike upon library service areas is 
similar on either side of the turnpike. 

Nearly all of the county's existing library facilities are located 
east of the turnpike in both the unincorporated areas and the municipalities. 
Population Projection Areas #1, #2, and #3 are useful for determining the 
library needs of the heavily populated coastal area. Each of these three pop- 
ulation projection areas has been subdivided into subareas. Major east-west 
arterials and canals form the limits of these subareas. Obviously, the pop- 
ulations within each of these subareas do not lie neatly within such arbitrary 
limits. Population concentrations are not uniformly Ui ebore within these 
subareas. Developed areas overlap these east-west arterials and canals.. 
Settlement patterns are irregular. Nonetheless, the projected populations of . 
these subareas give a fairly good indication of how many libraries are needed 
when population concentrations of sufficient size to support & branch library 
are located within these subareas. 

Branch Library Service Areas 
Require Minimum Population 

Service areas of branch libraries must have a minimum population to 
support the branch libraries and justify establishing the branch libraries. 
This has already been emphasized. The number of people that can be served 
efficiently by branch library facilities of different sizes is explained on 


the next page under BRANCH STANDARDS FOR PLANNING PURPOSES and SERVICE AREAS IN 


PALM BEACH COUNTY (TABLES 2 and 3, respectively).

General assumptions: 


1. The minimum service area will have a 1 to 1.5 mile radius of maximum 


attraction and may draw from a radius of influence of two to three miles. 


It's potential population will be sufficient to generate an annual minimum 
circulation of 70,000 to 100,000. Where these conditions do not exist, book- 
mobile service will be considered. 

-2. In selecting branch service areas, the location of other service 
outlets in the system will be considered. 

3. Library owned buildings will be acquired on a phased basis, with 


4,000 square feet being the smallest size to be constructed.

The following comments by Florence E. Biller, Library Director of the 
Palm Beach County Publie Library System, pertain to the data provided in both 
of the above, BRANCH STANDARDS FOR PLANNING PURPOSES and SERVICE AREAS IN PALM 


BEACH COUNTY, 


"In having two standards for branch libraries, I believe I should 
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point out that a population of 10,000 is too small for a branch library unless 
it has the potential circulation of 70,000, which in many cases would not be 
the case. Also a population of sim than 25,000 is not necessarily desirable 
regardless of how much circulation it can generate unless there are some 
geographic reasons for having this small population. This is included 
because of some types of barriers which may exist and which cut off an 
area from another area for purposes of being a library service area. I 
specifically call your attention, for example, to the Tequesta area. This 
is bounded on the north by a state park, on the east by the ocean, and on 
the south by the Loxahatchee River. These serve as barriers to future 
growth. However, the population in this area for probably a variety of 
reasons including a high level of education, a large retirement group, and 
perhaps a higher than average affluence generates dines d 70,000 circulation; 
and with adequate quarters I'm sure will surpass this. Many population 
areas of 10,000 would not generate 70,000 circulation and would not justify 
a branch library for this reason." 

"It seems to me overall that the development of the county will be 
a combination of the two standards we have shown here, the small 10,000 
to 25,000 population and the larger 25,000 to 50,000 population, but 
with a minumum of small libraries below a population of 25,000." 

Miss Biller said in regards to a service area of a library having a radius 
of three miles. "While this is the radius of influence, the radius of actual 
service is much more limited. We have made studies of this, as have many 
libraries. In Tequesta, for example, the average person using that library 
comes a distance of 1.03 miles and most of the people who use the library 


live within & to 1 mile of it. We realize that this is influenced by 
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the physical barrier, but I believe that you will find the same to be true 
of other libraries where there are no physical barriers. We plan to make 
further studies about this in connection with bookmobile stops and with 
the central library. The problem with the central library, of course, 


is that it's immediate area is not yet developed, and for this reason 


the results may be a little misleading." 


Estimates of the Square Feet of Library Floor 
Space Needed Based Upon Population Projections 

Estimates of the square footage of library floor space that will be needed 
in Palm Beach County between now and the year 1990 are DØR in Table 4 on the 
following page. These square feet estimates are obtained by applying the 
"Potential Population" and "Floor Space" figures provided in Table 2 (BRANCH 
STANDARDS FOR PLANNING PURPOSES), at the top of Page 22, to the population 
projections given in Table 4. According to Table 2, a workable rule of thumb 
would be that small and large branch libraries require half a square foot of 


library floor space for each person residing within a library service area.

Obviously, every small ór large library service area will not always reach the 
maximum potential population figures cited above, nor the maximum floor space 
figures. . Nonetheless, the ratio of half a square foot of library floor space 
per library patron still is a reasonable standard. It is not possible to 
precisely estimate what portion of the projected square feet needs for 
additional floor space in 1990 will be for constructing new facilities, and 


replacing or expanding facilities.

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The fourteen library facilities that are now in the County Public Library 
System (9. member, 4 branch and 1 central) and the eight nonmember library 
facilities add up to a total of twenty-two facilities. All of these public’ 
facilities are shown on Map 3 on Page 19. The nonmember libraries range from 
only one long wall of bookshelves at the back of the Council Chambers of 
Highland Beach to a fairly large building for library matter in the City of 
Lake Worth. Therefore, some of the nonmember libraries would not qualify for 
membership in the County Library System because they lack some of the necessary 
standards for acceptance into the System. 

The present total of 96,658 square feet of library floor space for the 
System's central library as well as the nine member libraries (as shown in 
Appendix A, Page A-2) is below the 257,200 square feet of floor space that the 
County's total population required in 1975 (see Table 4). The additional floor 
space of the County's four existing branch libraries and the eight nonmember 
libraries would only amount to a small increase in the 96,658 square foot figure. 

_ The thirteen individual project estimates for the five year (1976-1980) 
Palm Beach County Capital Improvements Program, included in Appendix D, Page D-3, 
amount to 92,000 square feet (92,000 square feet + 96,658 square feet = 
188,658 square feet). The 188,658 square feet is approximately half the 
projected 383,150 square feet of library floor space that would be required by 
1980 (see Table 4). It should be noted that the 383,150 square foot figure is 
a maximum figure. The library facilities in Palm Beach County will not all 
achieve a maximum square footage build-out. For example, County Library System 
facilities might range from a 1,600 square foot leased branch library to a 


48,000 square foot Headquarters Agency-Central Library facility. 
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An examination of where branch libraries are needed is presented in 
Chapter V. Two areas of the County are studied to focus upon the different 
set of circumstances existing now in specific areas of the County or likely 


to exist there in the future (see Maps 5-8 on Pages 33-37). 


Planning Guidelines for Branch Libraries. xx 


The following guidelines are based on the assumption that the present legal 
and governmental structure of the Palm Beach County Public Library System will 
remain, in the foreseeable future, essentially as it is today, and all planning 
will be based upon this assumption. 

"A library has specific requirements for buildings. 
The locational requirements of library buildings are 


similar to those of many retail establishments. Good 
library sites must be near major traffic generators and

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compatible neighbors. They must be accessible and within 
stable districts. Consideration should be given to 
flexibility in planning the library's physical facilities 
since rapid urbanization and population shifts frequently 
require the expansion or relocation of libraries."* 
It is recognized that flexibility in the implementation of branch planning 


is essential, and that precise planning for specific conditions may require 


exception to these guidelines. 


GUIDELINES FOR LOCATION 
"Locating public libraries in civic and cultural 
centers, parks, and schools has proved to be unsatisfactory 
because these sites are seldom near major attractors of 
people. Using the criterion of geographic center of popu- 
lation without regard to other principles of library 
location is invalid."* 


General Requirements for Branch Librarles xx 


l. Nearness to "traffic generators. Most people combine library visits 


with other errands, ànd libraries should be located at interceptor locations 
near primary destinations of shoppers and workers. 

2. Compatibility. A library should have compatible neighbors. Most 
retail businesses and many service activities are compatible with libraries. 

3. Accessibility. A library should be easily accessible do he public 
without — 

4. Stability. The service area of a proposed library should be ex- 
pected to grow in population and potential library users, A minimum of 20 


years expansion of service and community growth should be considered.

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5. Site economics. Good library sites are likely to be expensive and 
may run as high as one half the cost of the building. An alternative to 


owning a building is leasing prime space in a privately owned building. 


Special Requirements for Branch Libraries ** 


l. Functions of branch libraries. The function of branch libraries 
varies according to. the demographic characteristics of the immediate service 
area. The programs may range from a minimum of circulation service and limited 
reference service to a full program including group services for all age 
groups, special reference services, and bookmobile services. These functions 
affect minimum size and spacing. 

2. Characteristics of Population. Composition and density of population 
influence demand and. therefore affect spacing and size of branches. Local 
year-round population, transient population, employees and shoppers, and seasonal 
population are factors to be considered. 

3. Flexibility. Because of shifts of population, locations may become 
ineffective. Therefore, branch buildings should be simple and inexpensively 
constructed so that the undepreciated value of the building will be minimal 
should it become obsolete because of location. Also, the building should be 
designed so as to be rcadily convertible to another use. 

4. Barriers. In selecting branch locations, attention must be given 
to physical and psychological barriers. These may include such conditions as 


waterways, heavy traffic, freeways, industrial areas, and undeveloped areas.

IV. INFLUENCE OF THOROUGHFARES 
ON COUNTY LIBRARY SYSTEM 


Positive and Negative Aspects of 
Locating Library Sites Beside 
Arterials and Collectors: 

The choice between establishing a library alongside a main road or on 
a site that does not abut an important thoroughfare would depend upon the 
good and bad aspects of the site. Building a library on land beside a main 
road will normally give the facility good visibility. Ingress to and 
egress fram a library parking area can also be quite good at a site next to 
a main road. Unfortunately, heavy traffic congestion and too much noise 
frequently occur on a major road. Such negative conditions may remove , 
property from consideration as a possible library site. A parcel of land 
located away from such turmoil may be selected instead of a site next to a 
heavily used thoroughfare. A site that is accessible by a side road, and 
situated away from a busy major road, may be less costly to acquire than a 
parcel that has frontage with an important arterial or collector. A side 
road site may be in " quiet area and offer good access to and from a 
library parking area. 

It may not be possible or always advisable to secure property for a 
library on a main road but the effort should be made to look at potential 
sites along them. Land within Planned Unit Developments that has been 
designated for a civic/institutional use is sometimes placed at or close 
to the development's entrance at a main road. Map 4 on the following page 


shows most of the main roads in the County. The main roads in the urban 
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strip along the coast form a north-south’ and east-west grid pattern. 

There are plans for some of the thirty-four main roads listed on 
Map 4 that call for extending and/or widening them. Therefore, it is 
important for planners to anticipate where main roads are to be extended 
in the future because the need may arise for placing a branch library 
along the side of one or more of the extended main roads. A thick dark 
line has been drawn on Map 4 to show where major roads will be extended 
and/or widened. 

The American Library Association maintains that a library user 
traveling to a local library should not have to travel more than a maximm ' 
of heen minutes! driving time to reach the facility. Much of the 
new residential development that has taken place in the County has 
occurred between S.R. #7 and Congress Avenue. Most of the existing libraries 
are located east of Congress Avenue. Depending upon the volume of traffic 
encountered by library users, it may take longer than fifteen minutes to 
travel east to the municipal libraries from the newly developed areas in 


the west. 


V. LOCATING AREAS WITHOUT 
ADEQUATE LIBRARY SERVICE 


BUT IN LIBRARY SYSTEM 


Locating Areas with the Potential 
for Establishing Branch Libraries 


The map titled LOCATIONS OF LIBRARIES IN SYSTEM on Page 8 shows the 
locations of the nine member libraries, the four branch libraries, and the one 
central library. These fourteen library facilities comprise the County's Public 
Library System. The same map also reveals many areas where there is an obvious 
absence of library facilities belonging to the County's. Public Library System. 
One such area is the Donald Ross Rd. area, which is located in the County's 
northern coastal area (see Map 1 on Page 8). If a branch library was established 
along Donald Ross Rd., it should be put east of Old Dixie Hwy.-AlA (Alt.), as 
shown on Map 5 on Page 33, because much of the existing population and projected 
population growth will occur east of Old Dixie Hwy. Donald Ross Rd.'s potential 
for becoming a viable library service area is analyzed in the next paragraph. 
The nearest library is the Palm Beach Gardens Branch Library. 

Donald Ross Rd.--Plans have been approved by the County for a large 
residential development that will someday straddle Donald Ross Rd.. It will be 
called Frenchman's Creek (see Map 6 on Page 34 ). This particular development 
will provide 6,600 dwelling units upon completion. The occupants of these new 
dwelling units will be potential library users. No library whatsoever exists in 
the immediate area of Frenchman's Creek. A site should be set aside for the 


location of a branch library on Donald Ross Rd. or close by on one of the major 
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roads which cross Donald Ross Rd. in a north-south direction. The master plan 
for Frenchman's Creek reveals that three percent of the development 's total of 
1,400 acres has been designated for institutional use. Three percent of the 
1,400 acres equals forty-two acres. Thirty of those forty-two acres abut 
Donald Ross Rd., but that thirty acres has been set aside for a school site. 
The remaining twelve acres of institutional/¢ivic land is located deep inside 
the development. A potential library site need not be on a main road, but it should 
not be so deep inside a development that library users would consider it to be too 
far removed or in an inconvenient location. The impact of developments designating 
a small percentage of their total area for public and/or private institutional use 
upon the task of finding library sites is explained in more detail in Chapter VII. 

Lake Worth Rd.--The branch library shown on Map 1 on Page 8 (LOCATIONS 
OF LIBRARIES IN SYSTEM) at the far west end of Lake Worth Rd. is called the 
Mid-County Branch Library. It is illustrative of a library service facility 
which was placed in an area that needed this service. A burgeoning population 
growth caused by a series of large developments continued unabated on both sides 
of this road between the Florida Turnpike and Jog Rd. (see Map 7 on Page 36). 
This growth made it necessary to establish a branch library along this 1% mile 
stretch of Lake Worth Rd. 

Development of that area "— the number of potential sites for 
locating a branch library within that area. A check for any publicly owned 
land or land designated for institutional/civic use in a development should be 
made for areas such as this one whenever seeking a site for a library building. 
. If an area meets the minimum standards for becoming a library service area, 
unimproved parcels of sufficient size can be compared within that area to 


determine which undeveloped parcel possesses the qualities that make it best 
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suited for putting a branch library da d 

There is no publicly owned-undeveloped land on either side of Lake 
Worth Rd. between the turnpike and Jog Rd.. Most of the developments in that 
heavily developed area are old ones. Therefore, there is an absence of civic/ 
institutional sites within these developments except for one development called 
Meed Racquet Club (see Map 8 on Page 37). Developments under the former devel- 
opment: codes that pertained to the unincorporated areas of the County did not 
have. to designate two percent of the development 's total acreage to a civic/ 
institutional usage.. Meed Racquet Club is a new development. Some developments 
under the new development codes now in force in the unincorporated areas of the 
county must designate two percent of the development's total acreage to a civic 
usage. Meed Racquet Club thus has 2.07 acres earmarked for public use in the 
southwest corner of the development next to the main tages and egress route 
from and to Lake Worth Rd. in that immediate area (see Map 8 on Page 37). The 
2.07 acre civic site is not right on Lake Worth Rd. but due to the scarcity of 
potential library sites along this 13 mile stretch of Lake Worth Rd. this site 
gains in significance. Fortunately, no attempt will be made to place a fire 
station on this site because a new fire station has been built a little farther 
east on Lake Worth Rd.. This 2.07 acre site may someday be the site of a 
branch library. The possibilities of this becoming true someday requires us to 
pursue an investigation into the feasibility of actually going ahead and 
securing the site for a branch library. At the present time, the Mid-County 
Branch Library is operating under a lease agreement in the Worth Plaza, which is 
located on Lake Worth Rd. less than a mile east of the 2.07 acre site (see Map 8 


on Page 37). In the future it may be possible to move the Mid-County Branch 


Library from its leased quarters in Worth Plaza to a new facility which might be 
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established on the 2.07 acre institutional site. 

Wherever a similar situation of a burgeoning population growth, a series 
of large developments and a high concentration of population occurs in this 
county - excluding the eight nonmember library municipalities - a branch 
library should be established providing no library exists in that area. Such 
an area will form the nucleus for a new branch library service area. There 
may be competition for some of the acreage designated civic/institutional 
within certain developments. The fire districts and the Palm Beach County 
Public Library System will not always seek the same sites for building fire 


stations and libraries, respectively. 


VI. FUTURE PLANS: FINDINGS 


AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Findings 


As a consequence of the following interrelated factors, which are 
discussed in this Plan, it is possible to make some preliminary projections 
relative to the future development plans for the Palm Beach County Public 
Library System. The factors below influence when, where and how the Library 
System will attempt to establish, expand or replace libraries or bookmobile 
service; or perhaps, alter to a small degree or expand to a major extent the 
quality, efficiency and comprehensiveness of library service. Library 
service is affected by: 

The concept and organization of library service, and the priority 

attached to having that service by the public and private interests. 


The general attitudes, resources, and level of development of the 
Library System and the communities that it serves. 


The primary goals and objectives of both the Library System and the 
population which it has the responsibility to serve, 


The rate and density of population growth; plus the demographic 
characteristics of the residents in a library service area. 


The criteria, standards and guidelines for developing library 
service. 


The methods available to secure branch library sites (Discussed in 
Chapter VII). 

The Recommendations 
By taking the above factors into consideration, the following 


projected and preliminary development plans for the County Library System 
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are derived. These proposed development plans for the Library System are 

those of the Library Director of the Headquarter's Agency and the Planning 
Division of the Department of Planning, Zoning, Building, and Community Development. 
The proposals 
of these two agencies are not in conflict, rather they are complimentary. 

Both agencies must deal with the same factors (described above), which 
continually influence all development proposals for the County Library 

System. The Headquarters Agency development proposals are individual 

project estimates for the five year (1976-1980) Palm Beach County Capital 
Improvements Program. The Planning Division development proposals 

concentrated upon finding the areas within the Library Taxing District 

which manifest a large population density or a rapid population growth 


while lacking proper library service. See Page 43-a for further comments.

The status of the above recommendations are subject to change due to 


changes in conditions in Palm Beach County, changes in population trends, 


Library System budget adjustments, and switches in the priority rating for 


proposed branch libraries due to new branch libraries being established. 


G3) Three new branch libraries: 


The Palm Beach Gardens Branch Library in the Tangle- 


wood Shopping Center; the Mid-County Branch Library in Worth Plaza on Lake Worth 
Rd.; and the Southwest County Branch Library west of Boca Raton have been 


established. 


All three of them help to satisfy many of the library service needs 
in these high growth rate areas. 
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The project proposals of the Planning Division do not constitute 
a substitute list. In fact, seven of the ten proposed facilities on 
the Planning Division list are in general agreement with the specific 
project proposals on the Headquarters Agency list — that is, both | 
agencies recognize that there is an increasing need to establish 
branch libraries in certain areas of the County. The Planning Division 
list supports the efforts to set up branch facilities in Royal Palm 
Beach, in the Boca Verde development, and to the west in the vicinity 
of Okeechobee Blvd., Lake Worth Ra and Delray West Rd. Both the 
Headquarters Agency and the Planning Division anticipate a need for 
placing a library in the Palm Beach Gardens area in the vicinity of 
P.G.A. Blvd. or Military Trail); also, in the Boca Raton Reserve Area 
west of the Turnpike. 

Three project proposals are on the Planning Division list that 
are not on the Headquarters list. Those three proposals call for 
establishing branch libraries in the Jupiter/Indiantown Road area, in 
the Donald Ross Road area, and in the Boynton West Road area at some future 


point. In the years ahead, there will be many people residing within 


each of those three areas. 


NE At the present time, three of the four County Library System 
branch libraries are set up in leased facilities on Lake Worth 
Road, in the Palm Beach Gardens area, and in the Boca Raton 
Reserve Area west of the Turnpike. 


AX In the future, new facilities will be constructed in those 
three areas to replace the present leased facilities. 


VII. IMPLEMENTATION: METHODS FOR 


ESTABLISHING BRANCH LIBRARIES 


The Search for Good Library Sites 

There are several methods for obtaining sites for branch libraries 
which will be built over a period of time in the future. The BRANCH STANDARDS 
FOR PLANNING PURPOSES found on Page 22 call for library sites of from 1 to 2 
acres depending upon the size of library facility to be built and the size of 
population to pi served in the library's service area. If the opportunity 
.arose to obtain more than two acres for a library site, then by all means take 
the extra acreage. Three acres for a library site will more effectively 
handle a densely populated service area that generates a larger than normal 
number of vehicles requiring parking spaces on a library site. Since branch 
library facilities are to be constructed "so as to be readily convertible to 
another use," three acres may prove to be a blessing to a particular civic/ 
institutional use other than a branch library (see Item 3 on Page 46). 

The following methods for obtaining branch library sites are not 


listed in any order inferring preference of one method over another method : 


Method 1. Planned Unit Developments.--In the unincorporated areas of 
this county, Planned Unit Developments (P.U.D.) are residential developments 
of at least three acres. The Palm Beach County Land Development Manual, Vol. 1, 
adopted by the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners in early 1973, 
deals with among other things the laws and ordinances pertaining to land devel- 


opment in the unincorporated areas of the County. Section 500.21 of that man- 
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ual deals with the regulations covering Planned Unit Developments.

It so happens that 2 acres meet the 
acreage requirements for a branch library site (see BRANCH STANDARDS FOR 
PLANNING PURPOSES on Page 22). 

Method 2. Publicly Owned Lands.--Lands that are publicly owned in the 
unincorporated areas, that are zoned P.O. (Public Ownership), should be 
researched in the hope that some P.O. land may meet the necessary standards 
for acceptance as a library site. - Unfortunately, many of the P.O. lands are 
located in undeveloped areas. Some of those undeveloped areas may never possess 
a large population, and some of them have poor access. Nearby areas with a 
large concentration of residents, but lacking P.O. land, may need a library more. 

Method 3. Land "Subject to . . . Special Conditions."--Another 
possible source of land for branch libraries is land dedicmeed to the County 
by developers seeking approval of their plans for developments. The Board of 


County Commissioners can approve developments "subject to . . . special 
conditions" (see special condition #1 in the letter on Page 47) *. 

Special condition #1 in the letter by Mr. Liberti, Director of the 
Palm Beach County Planning, Zoning and Building Department, reads, "Developer 
shall dedicate to Palm Beach County the 'Park' parcel shown on the site plan." * 
The site plan showing the park parcel is on Page 48. The 3 acre park site 
abuts the major arterial Boca Raton West Rd. (S.R. 008). The most important 
intersection in that area is only 5 mile west of the park site. State Road AT 
intersects Boca Raton West Rd. at that point. The commercially zoned land of 
Boca West Plaza is not far from the park site. Most important of all, there 
is a good possibility that part of the park site can be used for establishing 
a branch Library. * 

* The development plans for this particular development were 


changed, but the concept of putting a library on such a parcel 
under similar circumstances should be considered.

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The initial reaction of Mr. Foy Fleming, the developer of the planned 
development, is that the location of a 1 acre library site in the portion of 
the park site that abuts Boca Raton West Rd. is a good idea.* Ordinarily, a 
park site is not the best location for a library. This particular park site 
does offer a library site that is visible to the public traveling on a major 
arterial. A major attractor of people is nearby, the Boca West Plaza. A 
major traffic generator, the intersection of §.R.#7 and Boca Raton West Rd. is 
also. nearby. Therefore, no stone should be left unturned in the search for 
possible library sites. In this instance, even a park site has some good 
points with respect to establishing a branch library on part of the park site. 

Method 4. Land Donations.--Seldom do private individuals, families, 
trusts, private enterprise, government units or other land holders donate land 
for establishing branch libraries, yet it still is a feasible possibility for 
obtaining land for such a public use. It should not be ignored. 

Method 5. Land Swapping.--Publicly owned land may be swapped between 
various levels of government or between various agencies in each government 
level. School, fire or library agencies may possibly swap sites when it is 
mutually advantageous, It may not occur frequently, but this may be a viable 
way for a site to be secured for a library. 

Whenever a land site or a building cannot be acquired for locating a 
library upon or in it, respectively, it may be necessary to enter into a lease 
arrangement. Eventually, sufficient public funds may become available to acquire 


a site or a structure for utilization as a branch library. 


In Conclusion 
Planning for and working towards the improvement of library service is a 


never ending task, but the attainment of good library service is worth the effort.

COST ESTIMATES FOR FUTURE LIBRARY FACILITIES - 1976 TO 1980 


Cost Projections for Library Facilities -- Cost estimates for future library 


facilities of the Public Library System of Palm Beach County are necessary to 
properly plan for the library service element in the County's Capital 
Improvements Program. 


Difficulty in Obtaining Reliable Cost Estimates -- Using across-the-board 
capital cost estimates for libraries is difficult because no two library 
facilities are the same. Some of the reasons why the costs for library 
facilities vary are: Newly constructed library buildings differ in cost 
according to their square footage, type of construction, and building material 
used; other construction related expenditures and cost overruns; size of 
parking area; landscaping costs; differences in library equipment and 
furnishings; land costs; effect of inflation upon all library related expenses 
as pertains to construction; acquiring the initial books, periodicals, films, 
etc. that a new library must have in order to provide the minimum level of 
library service necessary. 


Considerations in Obtaining Reliable Cost Estimates -- Despite the aforementioned 


difficulty of not being able to come up with set price standards for determining 
exact cost estimates involving future library facilities, the best possible 
estimates are needed. What follows are factors to be considered when seeking 
reliable cost estimates. 


(1) Population and Square Footage -- The following threshold levels for 


population are required in a potential library service area, which "will 
have a 1 to 1.5 mile radius of maximum attraction (minimum service area) 
and may draw from a radius of influence of 2 to 3 miles." Also, "library 
owned buildings will be acquired on a phased basis, with 4,000 square 
feet being the smallest size to be constructed." There will be "a 
minimum of small libraries below a population of 25,000," while emphasis 
will be on providing branch libraries for populations above 25,000. *

Library facilities require a minimum square footage for the population 
size to be served and vice versa (a population must be of sufficient size 
to ensure that a library facility will have (1) a viable service area and 
(2) the necessary square footage to properly carry out its library 
services), as shown in the Table above. 


Cost Estimates -- The estimated costs in Table 2 for "new" and "expanded" library 
facilities were obtained from the Capital Improvement Program Questionnaire 
entitled Individual Project Estimates for the Five Year (1976-1980) Palm Beach County 
Capital Improvement Program. Miss Florence E. Biller, Library Director of the 
County Library System, filled out 13 C.I.P. Questionnaires in April 1975 - thus 
providing cost estimates for 13 projects (9 "new" facilities and 4 "expanded" 
facilities). A financial profile for each of the 13 projects follows.
